Most AH of the Dealers Have Joined 


the Organization. 
At Least One 


Has Refused to Be a Mem- 


ber. 
Effects Poorer 


Classes. 


It was learned from an authorative 


source today that the coal dealers of thia 
city Lad formed an organization for the 
purpose of regulating the price of coal. 


The association of coal dealers was 


formed last week and has not been volun- 
tarily made public. It is said that the 
organ1'" Ation is for the protection of the 
dc™.' ro oil the mutual plan. There has 
been a cutting of prices for the past year 
that has been beneficial to tho consumer, 
but not very beuencial to the dealer. It 
is now proposed to stop the cutting and to 
establish a general price that will save 
the dealers from the eSects of a fierce 
competition. 


All of the dealers have not joined the 


combine. At least one has refused to be 
a member ot the association and will con- 
tinue to soil coal at the former price, 
regulated only by the fluctuations of the 
general market. 


It is not known what effect the associa- 


tion will have on the loeal price of coal, 
whether it will increase it very much or 
not. It is not likely to decrease it a large 
amount. 


The organizing of such an association, 


now as the winter is approaching, will de- 
prive the people of the benefit oi compe- 
tition and tbe result will Jail largely on 
the poorer classes. Those who are able to 
fill their bins in the summer months when 
the price of coal is quite reasonable have 
laid up the winter supply, but those who 
are compelled to buy their coal in small 
quantities will bear the weight of any 
regulation of prices upward if such regu- 
lation is made.

He Started Out as a Young Tramp and 


At Fourteen is an Accomplished 


Horse Thief.

and Milk to Keep Him-

In the Williamstown department of to- 


day's TEANSCRIPT wtll be founds story 
of the peculiar disappearance of ahorse 
from Briggs Blake, a well known resident 
of that part of the college town, that 
is known as Hemlock Brook.

Blake lias recovered his horse, and Wil- 
liamstown has been given the credit of 
entertaining a queer thief. 


Mr. Blake recovered 
hia property at 


North Petersburg, Thursday. It had ar' 
rived there from Bennington, Vt., and 
was in the possession of a youthful horse 
thief. 
The thief is a boy of 14 years of 


age and who is known, to Williamstown 
people by the name of Elmer Walker. 
Elmer, until quite recently, lived with 
Edgar Hickox for whom he worked. Six 
weeks ago he left his comfortable home 
and began the-career of a tramp. 


The youthful tramp found his living in 


the barns of the good farmers of Will iams- 
town, from which he stole milk and eggs, 
and by begging from good-hearted peo 
pie. He wag so successful in his piratical 
life that he planned bigger things, and 
Wednesday night he made his way to the 
barn of Mr. Blake and sto«ircm it a 
horse, harness and buggy. 
He coolly 


hitched up the horse and drove to Ben- 
nington, Vt., and fiom that place he 
drove to North Petersburgh, reaching 
there before night. 


The own«r of the horse learned that the 


animal had gone in that direction and set 
out to recover it. He was successful and 
haa returned to Williamstown with the 
property and the thief. The latter he 
has turned over to the paternal care of

RETIRING JUSTICE. 


Judge Frield Makes An- 


nounce to His Col- 


leagues. 


Washington, Oct. 13.—In a letter an- 


nouncing Ills retirement from the bench, 
addressad to his colleagues of the su- 
preme court, Judge .Stephen Field says: 
"My judicial career covers many years 
of service. Having been elected a mem- 
ber of the swpromp court ot California., 
I assumed that office Oct. 13,1857, holding 
it for five years, seven months and live 
days, the latter part of lh<> time being 
chief justice. On the lOtliol March, 1S63, 
I was commissioned by President Lincoln 
a justice of the supreme court of the 
United Slates, taking tbe oath ot office 
on the 20th day of the following May. 
When my resignation takes elfect my 
period of service on this bench will have 
exceeded that of any of my predecessors, 
while my entire judicial life will have 
embraced inoie than 40 5 eais.

A TEST CASE 


As to the Authority of State 


and Federal Courts. 


Topeka, Kan., Oct. 15.—In order to test 


in the court of last resort, the right of a 
federal judge to interfere in the execution 
of the laws of a sovereign state, Webb 
McNall, superintendent of insurance, has 
exposed himself to the wrath of Federal 
Judge Williams and takes chance of im- 
prisonment for ccntemi t by a deliberate 
verdict of the couit's order. 


Judge Williams recently issued an order 


to force Commissioner McNall to issue to 
the Mutual Life Insurance company of 
Few York a license to or erate in Kansas 
upon payment of the usual fee. Yester- 
day John E. Lord, general agent of the 
company, tendered the fee and demanded 
the license. 


Mr. McNall announced his purpose to 


disregard Judge Williams' order and rely 
upon the supreme court of the United 
States for a writ of habeas corpus, in case 
of imprisonment for contempt. The issue 
between the state and federal judiciary is 
n,jw complete and a fight is now ou that 
will result in settling once for all. the rel- 
ative authority of the contestants.

New York, Oct. 15.—Dr. James P Daley, 


Tammany's candidate for the office of 
coroner in the borough of the Bronx, died 
of apoplexy this morning. The fatal ill- 
ness was brought on by tho immense 
amount ot work he had.accoicplished dur- 
ing the campaign.

part of yesterday afternoon visiting voteri 
la the districts and last night spoke at 
two meetings.

On, the way hotno he looked Hire a man 
who was paralyzed and became speechless 
and afterwards unconscious.

again regained his senses. Dr. Daley was 
one of the most popular men iu the dis- 
trict and had held the office of school in- 
spector for six years.

JUSTICE FIELD. 


"I may oe pardoned for saying that 


during: all this peiiod, long in comparison 
Vith the brevity of human life, though 
In the retrospect it has gone with tho 
ewlftiiess of a tale that is told, I have not 
ehunned to declare in every case coming' 
^before me for decision, the conclusions 
"which my deliberate convictions com- 
pelled me to arrive at by the conscien- 
tious exercise of such abilities and re- 
quirements as I possessed. 


"If it may be said that all of our de- 


cisions have not mot v ith Hie universal 
approval of the American people, yet it 
is to the great glory of that people tbat 
always and 
everywhere they have 


yielded a willing obedience to them. 
That fact Is eloquent o£ the stability of 
popular institutions, and demonstrates 
that the people of the United States are 
capable of self-gorernment. 
Senators 


sepresent their states and representa- 
tives their constituents, but this court 
stands for the whole country, and as 
such, it is truly of 'the people, by the peo- 
ple and for the people.' It has indeed 
no power to legi&late. It cannot appro- 
priate a dollar of money. It carrtes 
neither the purse nor the sword; but it 
possesses the power of declaring the 
law, and in that is found tho safeguard 
(which keeps the whole mighty fabric o£ 
government from rushing to destruc- 
tion. This negative power, the power of 
resistance, is the only safety of a popu- 
lar government, and it is an additional 
assurance when the power is in such 
hands as yours." 


ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF SERVICES. 


AVashington, Oct. 15 —On recelptcf the 


announcement of Judge Field's resig- 
nation the Judges united in the expres- 
sion -of the following: "Dear Brother 
Field: We are profoundly moved by the 
letter in which you announce to us your 
retirement from the bench The termin- 
ation of a judicial career of such length 
and distinction cannot fall to inspire 
among all your countrymen, and, in- 
deed, wherever the realm of jurisprud- 
ence extends, a keen sense of loss, which 
to your colleagues assumes the aspect 
of a personal bereavement; for the inti- 
macy necessarily Incident to the con- 
duct of work so constant, so cxactingr 
and of such vital importance as ours 
inevitably draws us together by ties of 
the closest character which cannot be 
dissolved without emotions o£ deep sad- 
ness and regret. We feel that our part- 
ing involves not simply the depiivation 
o£ the assistance afforded by your learn- 
ing, your vast experience and your 
earnestness in advocacy of your con- 
victions, but the severance of these re- 
lations which have contributed so much 
to lighten the hardest labors of the road. 


"This ia not the time or place to dwell 


on the reputation you have achieved as 
a jurist. The lecord Is made up and may 
Eafely be committed to the judgment of 
posterity; but we cannot part with you 
as an active member of the court with- 
out the fervent expression of hopes that 
you may be spaied for many year1; to 
enjoy the repcse you have so thoroughly 
earned and the commendation bestowed

In 
the list are the names of Bryan, Harvey, 
Stewart, Coxey, Towne, Simpson, "Wil- 
liams,, Bartine, Teller, Tarsney and Alt- 
geld. We are asked to look upon these 
men as the foremost thinkers of the times. 
They are exalted as the only men in 
An,erica who have mastered the money 
question. 


\Vith the exception of Teller and Alt- 


gel.1 every one of these men is a superfic- 
ial thinker or a borrower of ideas con- 
ceived by 
foreigners 
like 
Soetboer, 


Mulhull, Cernuslii, Ahrendt, et al. As 
min:h as one may admire the chief apostle 
of silvfrism, Bryan, not even his most 
worshipful follower would seriously pre- 
tend that hu wisdom is any more pro- 
fo.ind than that of a parrot. None of 
th. m is a man of affairs who has been 
identified extensively in the employment 
ol labor or in induitri.il enterprises. Teller 
ii .i sincere man whoso environments 
compel him to accept the silver view; 
Ai' ?eld is a learned man but thoroughly 
un-crupulous. 


1'itted agair.st these talkative theorists 


are the brains of this country. With lew 
exceptions the editors in this country are 
op nosed to the Chicago brand otsilvensm. 
Surely sach men as McClure, Dana, Reid, 
Mi dill, DeYoung, Godkin, Taylor, Kohl- 
L-a't, New, Crosby et al. cannot berated 
as superficial in comparison with the 
le.Klers of the silver press or party. In the 
galaxy of statesmen the names of such 
m< n as Sherman, Frye, Allison, Carlisle, 
JIiKinley, Lodge, Morrill, Burrows, Cul- 
lo>n, Thurston, Gaze, Eckels and a multi- 
tude of others are not the names ot super- 
ficial thinkers but of deep, serioub stu- 
dents of social and monetary science. 


I >ver against the 
few and scattering 


economists of large reputation who advo- 
cate free silvcrism are the names of 
almost all the distinguished presidents of 
universities. In the world of practical 
finance so far as this country is concerned 
there are only a iew supporters of silver- 
isin, and the paucity of the number gives 
the few that are heard from the only 
piominencfc they would have. There is 
not in the silver ranks of this country one 
•olitary great thinker, unselfish, patriotic 
nnd convincing, except it be James Clark 
Eidpath. 


We think, therefore, that the oft-re- 


^cated reproach of the silverites that the 
ilSinetallists who defend the integrity of 
jfe« St. Louis platform are "superficial" 
•linkers is not supported by the facts on 
^•mparison. The brains and the respect- 
ability of the country are opposed to the 
Chicago platform—a painful verity which 
no doubt gives license to the abuse of the 
ttiends of national honor. 


FRAl'D IN THE FOREIGN TRADE. 


The report of the United States consul 


at Chemnitz, in regard to the sale of 
fraudulent imitations ot American ma- 
chinery in Germany, and the 
infringe- 


ment upon patents by the manufacturers 
of the spurious articles, calls attention to 
no new difficulty in the marketing of our 
manufactured products abroad. Wher- 
ever American machinery or American 
manufactures of any variety have demon- 
strated their superiority the foreigners 
have found it necessary to imitate and to 
fraudulently brand their goods in order 
to effect sales in competition with the 
American products. It is gratifying to 
note that legal proceedings are to be in- 
stituted in Germany against a number of 
the more prominent offenoers, as that 
course may result in reducing the volume 
of fraudulent articles placed upon the 
foreign markets and thus improvo the de- 
mand for the genuine products, 


Germany is not the only otfender in this 


regard. Dr. Edward Dedloe, who suc- 
ceeds Charles Seymour as consul to Can- 
ton, is a man who has had a great deal of 
consular experience in China. In an in- 
terview in Washington immediately after 
his appo ntment was announced he spoke 
of the character of the competition which 
America.i goods encounter in China. The 
schemes of the designing counterfeiters 
of American goods are so numerous and 
so cleverly devised that a large share ol a 
consul's time must necessarily be devoted 
to the exposure and checkmating of 
frauds. 
He says that a dangerous but 


poor imitation of American cartridges is 
made in Birmingham, England; American 
flour bags are filled with poor imitation 
flour made in Great Britain; the canva8 


covers ol American hams and bacon are 
filled with really unmarketable pork; 
Siberian salmon is put up iu imitation of 
the best California aad Oregon brands 
cheap imitations of leading agricultural 
and other implements are placed on the 
market; the trashiest of filled English 
goods are marketed with Fall River, 
Taunton, Willimantic and other high- 
class American trade marks; American 
kerosene tins are filled with low-grade 
Russian petroleum oil. Dr. Bedloe de- 
clares that swindling of this kind will 
continue until some attempt is made to 
remedy the evil by the negotiation of 
treaties with the governments whose bus- 
iness men are committing the frauds. 


A suggestion of Dr. Bedloe is worthy 


of consideration by the Ameriran Manu- 
facturer-' association. 
He 
says that 


American manufacturers should keep 
keen bus-mess men and practical artisan" 
at the principal points of the far east, to 
study tho wants of the people and the de- 
mands ot particular markets. Agents o! 
this kind would naturally be able to pre- 
vent business frauds by exposing the 
character of imitation goods.
